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Tub rcconls of this rliiiiTh lwf;in with the stutcnicnt that *' A 
inoctiii^ of the professed friends of Christ, of the Bnptist deiioiii- 
itintion, in Candiridj^c and vieinity, was held at the house of 
Mr. James llovcy, in the month of Mareh, 1817, for the purpose 
of rchitinj; the exercises of their minds rehitive to thd propriety 
of covenanting^ to walk together as a Church of Christ." At 
this meeting it wjts " Voltd, That when, in the opinion of our 
respected fathers in the ministry, it shall appear expedient, we 
do esteem it our duty thus to unite." 

For nearly a year previous to tliis time, however, these "pro- 
fessed friends of Cln'ist, of the Baptist denomination," had 
sustained evening meetings for ])rayer and conference, and 
"lectures" preached by some of the neighboring Baptist minis- 
ters, esj»ecially by Kev. Joseph Grafton, of Newton, and Ensign 
Lincoln, n lay member of the Third Baptist Church in Boston. 
These meetings were continued, without any formal church 
organization, until near the close of the year 1817. Then, on 
the 17th day of December, those interested assembled, to the 
number of forty-six — seventeen males, and twenty-nine females 
— at the house of Mr. Samuel Hancock, and constituted them- 
selves into n regular Christian Church, by subscribing their 
names to "Articles of Faith and a Covenant," j»repared by n 
committee previously appointed for the purpose. William 
Brown, David R. Griggs, and JjCvi Farwell, were the members 
of this committee. On the 25th day of the same month, the 
newly-constituted body was publicly recognized as a Regular 
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Baptist Church, by a council composed of ministers and brethren 
from the First, Second, Third, and African Duptist Churches in 
Boston, and from the Baptist Church in each of tho fotlowing 
places, viz. : Newton, Charlcstown, Maklcn, and Lynn. Mcv. 
Thomas Baldwin, D.D., was moderator of this council, and Bev. 
Elisha Williams, clerk. The religious services connected with 
the public recognition of the church were, an "Introductory 
Prayer," by Rev. Daniel Sharp ; " Reading of Select Portions of 
Scriptures," by Rev. James M. Winchcll ; '* Prayer before the 
Sermon," by Rev. Ebenezer Nelson; "Sermon," by -Dr. Bald- 
win; "Address to the Church, and Right Hand of Fellowship," 
by Rev. Joseph Grafton ; " Concluding Prayer," by Ensign 
Lincoln; " Benediction," by Rev. George Phippin. Dr. Bald- 
win's sermon, and Mr. Grafton's address, were afterwards re- 
quested for publication. 

Simultaneously with the meeting which was held in March, 
1817, to consult in reference to the formation of a church, pre- 
liminary measures were taken to secure the erection of a house 
of worship. Such was the prejudice in the community, however, 
against tho Baptist name, that considerable difficulty was en- 
countered in obtaining a suitable location. A Baptist Church 
was not considered a desirable addition to the religious institu- 
tions of Cambridge, although there was not, at that time, more 
than one exclusively Evangelical Society in the whole town. 
But the difficulty of obtaining a suitable location was at length 
overcome, and tho work of building, which was commenced in 
the month of June, was prosecuted with so much vigor, that the 
house was finished in December, and dedicated to the worship 
of God on the same day that the church was publicly recognized, 
and by the same services. 

On the 10th of February, 1818, William Brown and Levi 
Farwell were chosen deacons. They both acted in this capacity 
for more than twenty-six years ; the former, until he joined with 
others in the formation of another church ; tho latter, until ho 
was called to a higher service in tho church above. Mr. FurwcU 
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was also the clerk of the church from its organization until his 
decease, May 27, 1844. It is not too much to say — nor will it 
he deemed out of j>lace by any who know his history, to say it 
here — that there is no man, among the living or the departed, 
to whom the Baptist cause in Cainhridge is more indehted, than 
to Lkvi Fauwell. His memory will never cease to be rever- 
ently and nflectionately cherished by the church, whoso almost 
unparalleled prosperity, for more than forty yeara, is both the 
monument, and, in a great measure, the fruit, of his deep piety, 
practical wisdom, and untiring devotion to its welfare. 

The church, thus organised, and at home in its own house of 
worship, began immediately to witness tokens of the Divine favor 
in the frc(picnt ap])lication of hopeful converts for baptism, and 
membership. Seven candidates were thus received before the 
nervitres of a ])astor were secured, the pulpit meanwhile being 
occupied by teiniwrary supplies. Among these supplies was the 
liev. Bela Jacobs, then pastor of the Baptist Chureh in Faw- 
tiixct, R. 1., who also baptized the seven candidates above re- 
ferred to. The labors of Mr. Jacobs were so acceptable to the 
chuivh and congregation, that the minds of all were turned to 
him as a suitable man for their pastor, if he could be obtained. 
A unanimous call was therefore made out for him by the church, 
and seconded by the congregation. This call Mr. Jacobs ac- 
cepted on the 11th of June, 1818, and immediately entered upon 
his thitics. Oil the 22d of the following month he was *' in- 
stalled " by a council of ministers invited for the purpose by 
the church. The public services connected with his installation 
were participoted in by Bev. Stephen Gano, Dr. Baldwin, Rev. 
Joseph Grafton, Bcv. Daniel Sharp, and Rev. Klisha Williams. 

Mr. Jacobs remained the pastor of the church until May, 
IS.*).*), when, at his own request, on account of the state of his 
health, he was dismissed, to accc])t the secretaryship of the 
" Ba])tist Educational Association." The fifteen years of Mr, 
Jacobs* ministry with the church, was a jKjriod of decided and 
healtliful prosperity. Two hundred and seventy-five members 
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woi*o added ; two liundi*cd nnd tliirty-livo by baptism ; and, 
though tho chiircli, during this time, dismissed compnnieR from 
its membership to aid in the formation of new churches in Mox- 
bury, Brooklino, and Watertown, yet the congregation increased 
so rapidly that the society was comiK'Iled, in 1827, to enlarge 
considerably their house of worship. Tho language of Mr. 
Jacobs' biographer, respecting tho results of his ministry in 
Cambridge, is fully justified by the records of the church. She 
says, "At tho time Mr. Jacobs left, the society was in a very 
prosperous situation. Tho labors of their pastor had l>ccn em- 
inently successful among them ; the church, which numbered 
alx)ut forty on his coming, had l>een increased to nearly two 
hundred ; the debt resting on the house had l)cen paid, and 
though a number of other churches had arisen in tho town, and 
around it, his congregation was by far the largest in the place." 

On tho 6th of February, 1834, tlie church extended a call to 
Rev. Stephen Tx)vell, of New Bedford, to become their pastor. 
Ho accepted the call, and was ** installed" on the 24th of March 
following. His pastorate was of short duration. He closed it 
by a ])eremptory resignation, on the 15th of May, 1836. Mr. 
Lovell had been connected with the Baptist denomination but a 
f(iw months when he was invited to the pastorship of this 
church, and immediately after his resignation united with the 
Methodist Church in Portland, Me. During his ministry for 
the church, forty meml)cr8 were added to it, thirty-one by 
baptism. 

Among those who temi)orariIy supplied the pulpit the follow- 
ing summer and autumn, was Mr. Joseph W. Parker, then n 
student in the Theological Institution at Newton. Tho hearts 
of the people were drawn towards him, and the church thought 
they recognized in him the " under shepherd," whom tho T^)rd 
had sent in answer to their prayers, llo was therefore invited, 
on the 28th of October, 1836, to l)CComc their pastor. He ac- 
cepted the invitation on the 1 8th of November, and on the 1 1 th 
of December was ordained and publicly recognized as the jias- 
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tor of the church hy services participated in by Rev. Messrs. 
Nathaniel Ilcrvey, James D. Knowles, George B. Ide (who 
preached the sermon), Baraas Sears, Baron Stow, N. Mcdbury, 
])nnicl Sharp, and William A. Stearns. 

Hev. Mr. (now Dr.) Parker remained the pastor of the church 
ft little more than seventeen yeare. They were years of sub- 
stantial and uninterrupted prosperity. The social and pecuniary 
])ower of the society was augmented, and the church increased 
by the addition of four hundred and seventy members, of whom 
two hundred and seventy-nine were added by baptism. Twice 
during this time the society found it necessary to improve their 
I10U.SO of worship to meet the wants of the congregation, not- 
withstanding the large draft made upon it by the formation of a 
new church in Old Cambridge, in August, 1844. The formation 
of this new body drew off from the church eighty-three of its 
incnibers, and a large nnmlier from the congregation. 

In the autumn of 1853, Dr. Parker was elected Secretary of the 
Northern Baptist Education Society, and Financial Agent of the 
Trustees of the Newton Theological Institution. Such were the 
necessities of the S(»ciety at the time, and so urgent the claims of 
the cause of ministerial education in New England, that neither 
Dr. l*arkcr, nor his peojde, could regard his election other than 
the call of the Master u])on him to enter that service. His 
resignation wius therefore accepted, with very dec]) regret, on 
the, 2.'Jd of Dccemlicr, 18.').'), to take effect the first of the follow- 
ing month. 

The church was without a pastor during the whole of the year 
18.54 ; but under the faithful ministry of Kev. B. W. Barrows, 
and Rev. R. W. Cushnian, D.D., who supplied the pulpit most 
of this time — each several months in succession — a good degree 
of prosperity was enjoyed. The congregation continued largo 
and interested, and thirty-one new mendters were added to the 
church, twenty-one by ba])tism. 

On the 23d of January, 18.55, the church extended a unani- 
mous call to Rev. Sumner R. Mason, then pastor of the Baptist 
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Charch in Lockport, N. Y., to become their pastor. lie accepted 
the cull on the 7th of February, and entered upon his labors the 
first Sabbath in March. On the 25th of the same month he avus 
publicly recognized, by religious services, participated in by Rev. 
Brs. J. W. Parker, T. F. Caldicott, J. Pryor, and S. B. Swuim 
(who preached the sermon), and He v. Messrs. A. M. Averill, A. 
F. Spalding, A. P. Mason, and Charles Packard. The additions 
to the church during the intervening ])eriod, down to the first of 
January, 1860, have been 171 ; of these 93 were added by bap- 
tism. The whole number of members at this date is 391. The 
whole number of members connected with the church from its 
formation, until January 1st, 1860, is 1,052, of whom 684 were 
added by baptism. 

In 1860 a Mission Sabbath School Avas begun in a hired room 
on Harvard Sti*eet, under the supervision and cure of the 
church. It increased steadly in numbers and interest, and 
in a few months the church built for it a neat and commodious 
Chapel, at an expense, including the furnishing, of $1695. In 
1863 Rev. William Howe was employed by the church as a city 
Missionary to labor in connection with this school. Religious 
services were instituted under Mr. Howe's dii*ection and contin- 
ued until the spring of 1865, when the prosperity of the enter- 
prise seemed to justify the formation of an independent church. 
Twenty eight members were dismissed from the ])arcnt church 
to join the new organization, which began its cxiistcnce under 
the name of the " Harvard Street Baptist Church." A few years 
later it moved into a new and spacious house built for it on 
Broadway by the joint contributions of its own meml>ers and 
the members of the First Church, and took the name by which 
it is still known, the "Broadway Baptist Church." 

Early in the morning of Monday, January 22d, 1806, the 
meeting house of the First Baptist Church wos burned. The 
fire was doubtless caused by the overheating of the principal 
furnace. The weather was very cold, and the house being old, 
was warmed with gi*eat difficulty. All tlMi religious societies in 
this part of the city promptly and with warm expressions of sym- 
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patliy proffered the cliiirch the free use of tlieir houses of worship 
until a new house could be built. The invitation of the Prospect 
Street Congregational Society was accepted,^ its house of wor- 
ship being larger than any of the others, and more central to the 
houseless society. 

The church entered at once, and cheerfully, on the work of prep- 
aration to build a new house on the site of the old one. On the 
17ih of August, 1866, the corner-stone was laid, with appropriate 
ceremonies. On the 17th of March following, the new chapel 
was dedicated. All the services of the church were held in the 
chapel from this date until the completion of the nuiin edifice. 

On the 25th of Dccemlwir, 1867, the whole house was formally 
opened and dedicated to the worship of God. The services that 
were held in connection with this event were made doubly in- 
teresting from the fact that the day was the fiftieth anniversary 
of the organization of the church, and of the dedication of the 
former house of worship. The morning of the day of dedication 
was devoted U) a general praver meeting; the afternoon to a fo- 
cial Reunion of the past and present members, and a collation ,* 
the evening to the dedicatory services projier. 

The cost of the whole building was about $90,000. Sixty 
thousand of this hnd been subscribed, and ]mid from time to 
time during the building of the house, leaving a debt of $.30,000; 
ten thousand lloatiug debt, and twenty thousand in a mortgngc. 
At a meeting of the church, on the 28th of February, 1869, 
called to devise means to pay off the floating debt, jirop- 
osition was nuide to raise the whole amount needed to pay 
off the entire debt. This proi)osition was heartily responded to 
at the meeting, and was so favorably entertained by the 8<iciety 
at large, that in a few days the amount was subscrilKJd, payable 
in one year. At this date, July 10th, 1870, the subscriptions 
have for the most ])art, been paid, and the church is out of debt. 

Since January, 1860, 119 have been added to the church by 
baptism; 120 by letter; — 1.30 have Ikjcu dismissed to other 
churches; 62 have died ; — leaving the present numl>er of mem- 
bers 424. 
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1. Wc believe the Holy Bible was written by men divinely 
inspired, and is a perfect rule of faith and practice.

— And when the wcnnan saw that the tree was 
jrood for food, and that it mis pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to 
Ihj desired to nuike onf. wise, sue took of the fruit thereof, and 
did eat; and gave also unto her husband with her; and he did 
cat. 

Hom. V. 12. — Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin ; and so death passed upon all men, for 
that all hnvc sinned. 

Kph. ii. .3. — Ainon^ whom also we hjwl our eonversation in 
times pnst in the lust of our flesh, fulfdlin^ the desires of the 
flesh and of the mind : and were by nature the children of wrath, 
even as others.

^reat in the earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart iws only evil continually.

nity ; whisperers, backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, prouci, 
l)oasters, inventors of evil things, disobedient to parents, with- 
out understanding, covenant-breakers, without natural affection, 
implacable, unmerciful : who, knowing the judgment of God, 
that they which commit such things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in them that do them. 

Kom. vi. 23. — For the wages of sin is death. 
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V. That the only wny of salvation from this state of guilt and 
condemnation is through the righteousness and atonement of 
Jesus Christ, who, as the good Shepherd, laid down his life for 
his sheep; and that those only, who rceeive the gift of repent- 
ance and faith in him, will he finally saved hy his atonement. 

John iii. IG. — For God so loved the worKl, that he gave his 
only heuotten Son, that whosoever helieveth in him should not 
perish, hut have everhisting life.

Neither is there salvation in any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among men whereby we must he 
saved. 

Acts V. 31. — Him hath God exalted with his right hand to he 
a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and 
forgiveness of sins. 

Kom. V. 6, 8, 9, 10, 1 1 , 12, 21 . — For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for the ungodly. But God 
commendeth his love towards us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. Much more then, being now justified 
hy his blood, we shall be saved fix)m wrath through him. For if, 
when we were enemies, we were reconciled to God by the tleath 
of his Son, much more, l>eing reconciled, we shall be saved by 
his life. And not only so, but we also joy in God, through 
ourJjord Jesus Christ, hy whom we have now received the 
atonement. That as sin hath reigned unto ileath, even so might 
grace reign, through righteousness, unto eternal life, by Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

Horn. vi. 23. — For the wages of sin is death ; but the gift of 
God, is eternal life through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Rom. iii. 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26. — But now the righteous- 
ness of God without the law is manifested l>eing witnessed by 
the law and the prophets; even the righteousness of God which 
is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and upon all them that 
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hclicvc: for there is no dificrcnce : for all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God ; beinj^ justified freely by his 
};:iaee, througli the redemption that is in Christ Jesus : whom 
God hnth set forth 1o l*e a j)ropitiation through faith in his blood 
to declare his righteousness for the remission of sins that are 
])nst, through the forbearance of God ; to declare, / .so//, at this 
time, his righteousness ; that he might be just, and the justitier 
of him which believeth in Jesus. 

John iii. 18, 3G. — He that believeth on him is not condemned ;. 
but he that believeth not is condemned already, becnusc he 
hath not believed in the nnmc of the only-begotten Son of Go<l. 
lie that believetli on the Son hath everlasting life; and he that 
Indieveth not the Son, shall not see life ; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him. 

VI. That all who have been, or will be brought to repent- 
ance and faith in the gosi)cI, were chosen in Christ to salvation 
from the beginning, through sanctification of the Spirit and Ikj- 
lief of the truth. And that in consecjuence of the eternal love 
of God to them, through the atonement, the Holy Ghost is neiit 
to effect the work of regeneration in their hearts, without which 
regenerating influence, none would ever repent or believe.

Eph. i. 4, 5, 11. — According as he hath chosen us in him be- 
fore the foundation of the world, that we should be holy, ami 
without blame before him in love: having predestinated us unto 
the adoption of children l>y Jesus Christ to himself, atrcordiiig 
to the good pleasure of his will, in whom also we have ob- 
tained an inheritance, being predestinated according to the pur- 
1KJSC of him who worketh all things after the counsel of his own 
will. 

1 Pet. i. 2. — Elect according to the foreknowledge of God the 
Father, through santification of the Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ : Grace unto you, and 
I)eace l>e multiplied. 

lioni. viii. 29, 30. — For whom did he foreknow, he also did 
predestinate to be conformed to the image of his Son, that he 
might be the first-born among many brethren. Moreover whom 
he did predestinate, them he also called : and whom he called 
thoRi ho also justified : and whom he justified them he also 
glorified.

— For God who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to (jii^ the light of 
the knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 

Rph. ii. 4, 5. — But God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love 
wherewith he loved us, even when we were dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together with Christ (hy grace ye are saved). 

2 Tim. i. 9. — Who hath saved us, and csilled us with an holy 
calling, not according to our works, hut according to his own 
puri)ose and grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus, l)efore 
the world hegan. 

Titus iii 4, 5, 7. — But after that the kindness and love of 
God our Saviour toward man appeared, not by works of right- 
eousness which we have done, but according to his mercy he saved 
us, hy the washing of regeneration, and renewing of the Holy 
Ghost; that, being justified by his grace, we should he made 
heirs according to the hope of eternal life. 

VII. That nothing can separate true Iwlievers from the love 
of God, but they will be kept by his power through faith unto 
salvation. 

John X, 28, 29, 30. — And I give unto them eternal life ; 
and they shall never perish, neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. My Father which gave thetn me, is greater 
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than all ; and no man is able to pluck them out of my Father's 
hand. I and my Father are one. 

Phil. i. 6. — Being confident of this very thing, that he which 
hnth begun a good work in you will perform it until the day of 
Jesus Christ. 

1 Peter i. 3, 4, 5. — Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Tx)rd Jesus Christ, which according to his abundant mercy, hath 
iKjgottcn us again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, to an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefllcd, and that fadcth not away, reserved in heaven for 
you, who are kept by the power of God through faith unto sal- 
vation, ready to he revealed in the last time. 

Ileb. vi. 17, 18. — Wherein God, willing more abundantly to 
shew unto the heirs of promise the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed it by an oath ; that by two immutable things, in 
which it was impossible for God to lie, we might have a strong 
consolation, who have fled for refuge to lay hold ujwn the hope 
set before us. 

John xvii. 2. — As thou hast given him power over all 
flesh, that he should give eternal life to as many as thou hast 
given him. 

VIII. That the only proper subjects of the ordinances of 
Baptism and the Lord's Supper are professed believers; and 
that ba])tism is properly administered only by immersion, and 
is, by scriptural example, a pre-requisite to communion at the 
Lord's table. 

Matt, xxviii. 19. — Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
ba])tizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. 

Acts ii. 38, 41. — Then Peter said unto them, Kepent, and be 
baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. Then they that gladly received his word were baptized : 
and the same day there were added unto them about three thou- 
sand souls. 

Matt. iii. 16. — And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water : and lo, the heavens were opened 
unto him, and he saw the Spirit of God descending like a dove, 
and lighting upon him. 

Acts viii. 38. 39. — And he commanded the chariot to stand 
still ; and they went down both into the water, both Philip and 

2 
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tho eunuch ; and lie baptized him. And when thej wei*e come 
up out of the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip, 
that the eunuch saw him uu more : and he went on liis way re- 
joiehig. 

Acts X. 47, 48. — Can any man forbid water, that these 
sliould not be baptized, which have received tlie Holy Ghost as 
well as we ? And he commanded them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord. 

Kom. vi. 3, 4. — Know ve not, that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death { 
Therefore we are buried with him by baptism into deatli ; that 
like as Christ was raised up from the dead by tlie glory of 
the Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life. 

Col. ii. 12 — Buried with him in baptism, wherein also ye 
are risen with A/m through the faith of the ojieration of GcmI, 
who hath raised him from the dead. 

IX. That there will Imj a resurrection, lM)th of the just and 
unjust ; and that Christ will come a second time to judge lH>th 
the quick and the dead ; when those who die impenitent, and 
unreconciled to God, will be sentenced to endless misery, as the 
just desert of their sins ; and those who have l>een renewed by 
grace, and washed their robes in the blood of the Lamb, will 
be completely delivered from tho dominion of f.in, and admitted 
into the holy and heavenly Jerusalem, with songs and everlast- 
ing joy. So shall they ever be with the Lord. 

Job xix. 26, 27. — And ///«////«, after my skin, vwins destroy 
this bo(lfj^ yet in my flesh shall I see God : whom I shall see 
for myself, and mine eyes shall behold, and not another. 

Dan. xii. 2. — And many of them that sleep in tho dust of 
the earth shall awake, some to everlasting life and some t(» 
shame and everhisting contempt. 

Mark xii. 27. — He is not the God of the dead, but the God of 
the living : yo therefore do greatly err. 

John V. 28, 29. — Marvel not at this ; for the hour is coming, 
in the which all that arc in the graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth ; they that have done good, unto the resurrec- 
tion of life : and they that have done evil, unto the resurrection 
of damnation. 

John vi. 39, 40. — And this is the Father's will which hath 
sent me, that of all which ho hath given me I should lose 
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nothing, but should raise it up again at the last day. And this 
is the will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth the 
Son, and hclievcth on him, may have everlasting life : and 
I will raise him up at the last dav. 

Matt. XXV. 46. — And these sliall p:o away into everlasting 
punishment: but the righteous into life eternal. 

2 Thcs. i. 9. — Who shall bo punished with everlasting de- 
struction from the presence of the Lord, and from the glory of 
his power. 

Rev. vii. 14, 15, 16, 17. — And I said unto him. Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me. These are they which came out 
of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, and made 
them white in the blood of the Lamb. Therefore are they before 
the throne of God, and serve him day and night in his temple : 
and he that sittcth on the throne shall dwell among them. 
They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more ; neither 
shall the sun light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb 
which is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and lead 
them unto living fountains of waters : and God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes.

moral standing as will enable the Church to act intelligently

lar business meeting, the month following their appointment ; 
and if they regard the applicant a suitable person to become ti 
member of the Church, they invite him, if he is a candidate for 
Baptism, to be present and relate his Christian experience at 
the meeting preparatory to the Lord's Supjier, the following 
week. 



BENEVOLENT CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Stated collections for objects of benevolence are taken on the 
third Sabbath of each of the following months : — 

Foreign Missions, January. 

Education, May. 

Sabbath Schools, October. 

Home Missions, March.. 

Other collections are regularly taken as follows : — 

On the Sabbath preceding Thanksgiving, for the poor of the 
Parish ; at the Monthly Concert of Prayer, for Foreign Missions ; 
and after the Lord's Supper every month, for the poor of the 
Church and other Church purposes. 

The Deacons of the Church are a Standing Committee on ap- 
plications for pecuniary aid from Churches, Societies, and from 
individuals not connected with us ; they are to keep an account 
of their doings and report all sums of money collected for the 
objects approved by them. All collections so reported to l>c 
entered on the Treasurer's books. 

All collections, other than those approved by the Standing 
Committee, are required to be paid in full into the treasury of 
the Church, and to be reported by the Treasurer in his annual

account, which shall be audited by a committee appointed for 
the purpose. 

All committees appointed by the Church to superintend col- 
lections and subscriptions are required to report as soon as 
convenient to the Church, when the sums reported as raised 
shall be appropriated. 

All collections mn<lc for the poor arc disjwnscd by the Dea- 
cons, and accounted for in gross by the Treasurer. 



DUTY OF MEMBERS WHO REMOVE. 

1. It shall be the duty of every member who may remove 
from Cambridge to any place where there is a regular Baptist 
Church, expecting to return within a year, to take and pre- 
sent to that Church a letter of recommendation for occasional 
communion. It shall, moreover, be the duty of such member 
to give information of his or her residence and spiritual condi- 
tion to this Church on or before the first day of August, in 
every year. 

2. In case a member shall remove from the city to be absent 
for several years, it shall be the duty of such member to ask a 
letter of dismission to some regular Baptist Church in the 
neighborhood ; and if there be none within a convenient dis- 
tance, he or she shall give yearly notice to this Church, as is 
required in the preceding rule.
